Classroom Level Exhibition Area: JAPANESE PRINTS: REALITIES OF 

THE "FLOATING WORLD." More than 40 Japanese prints carefully 
observe and record the worlds of Kabuki theatre and Yoshiwara, the 
licensed entertainment and brothel district in Edo (now Tokyo) , 
in the 18th and 19th centuries*. Through May 8, 1983. -- 
Gallery A (adjacent to the bookstore): ART DECO. Glass, ceramic, 
and silver objects, some small paintings, and an important group 
of French textiles make up this exhibition of more than 50 art 
deco works from the 1920s and 1930s. The exhibition emphasizes 
French pieces of the period and includes Scandinavian, English, 
and American works as well. Through August 21, 1983. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries: THE PERENI^IAL GARDEN: 18TH AND 19TH 
CENTURY BOTANICAL PRINTS. Drawn from the Museum’s collection, this 
exhibition features preparatory watercolors, handcolored engravings 
and other types of color prints from 18th and early 19th-century 
Europe and America which provided precise descriptions of exotic 
flora as well as motifs for embroidery and porcelain decorations. 
Opens May 3 through August 2, 1983. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries: THE LESSONS OF THE ACADEMY. A 
selection of more than 100 drawings and prints from the collections 
of the Museum explores the common approaches to the training of 
artists taken by European academies from the 16th through the 
early 20th century. Through May 29, 1983. 
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
